HE trade mission of the 
Board of Trade group, which 
arfive at Hamburg shortly, is a realistic 
approach to British Columbia's export and 
import problems insofar as Western 
Europe is concerned, Some 50 members 
of the board plan to spend three weeks 
overseas, with trade discussions scheduled 
in Germany, Holland and the United 
Kingdom. On the spot inquiries such as 
this_are valuable, and there is‘Tittle doubt 
that the members of the group will find 
the experience both Instructive and profit- 
able. It has always been the method 
followed by western producers, and the 
times would certainly seem ripe for it 
Countries inside the sterling bloc have 
been reporting an excess of imports over 
exports for two years now Canada, 
neither in ‘the sterling blor nor wholly 
out it, has had a similar experience in 
the same period although with slightly 
different emphasis. ‘The United Kingdom 
has reverted to restrictive practices to 
redress trade balances and to curb infla- 
tion. The Australian government found 
jt necessary recently to tighten import 
movements and also to curb credit expan- 
sion, for similar reasons. New Zealand 
has been experiencing an export boom, 
but that- would appear to be drawing 
towards its close. Canada,*for various 
reasons, has been perpetuating an adverse 


trade balance Most of these trends 
operate In the same direction 

Meamvhite Western Europe has been 
enjoying a marked degree of industrial 
recovery, and ig coming back into the 
world trade markets with a rising variety 
and total of manufactured products. The 
logical! desire of-every nation to export at 
least its surpluses, and the necessity of 
some countries to maintain a steady level 
of export volume all add to the pressure 
of competition. Especially when import 
restrictions follow is the pressure intensi- 
fied. Thus Canada is finding much stiffer 
competition abroad for the sale of some 
of its exports than was the case a few 
years ago. Largely in consequénce of ‘that 
it has turned more to North and South 
American markets; but even so its imports 
are running higher*than its exports and 
leaving a trade deficit, currently offset in 
part by the counter inflow of risk capital 

Taking these evidences together, how- 
ever, the problem of ove as marketing 
remains a difficult one for nations such 
as ours. The competition and the restric- 
tions are likely to continue and may 
intensify, so it will become a task of “‘sell- 
ing” to hold Canada pesition abroad 
For that reason missions like that of the 
Vancouver Board of Trade are much to 
the point and can effect important results 
besides the goodwill and personal contacts 
which are their first fruits.

The Stuff of a Nation 


NATION is built on the ploneer and 
picturesque efforts of its early days 
If these are not remembered and marked 
for public reference then the fabric of its 
history. is weakened.

The point is rightly made however 
that memorials should be preserved while 
are still available and not crumbled 
out Of sight or mind, - Emphasis on the 
freshness of this land and its growing 
development are apt to overlook its storted 
past. As the bank letter says:-every fort 
or palisade, every portage round a water- 
fall. was a broadening of the horizorts 
that led to the Canada of today. There 
js romance in the oldest tree, the first

As far as this province is concerned 
there will be extra reason two years hence 
for the nreservation of provincial historic 
sites The 1958 centennial of British 
Columbia would fail of its purpose if there 
were not visible evidence offered of the 
events and persons that made B.C. possible 
and which are the basis of the celebrations 
to be held.
